S.O. 399 (EI/I.E.C.A./3/76.— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 and 4-A of 
the Imports and Exports (Cor trol) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Certral Goverr mcr t hereby makes 
the following Order further to amend the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, namely :— 

1. This Order may be called the Imports (Control) third Amerdmert Order, 1976. 

2. In the Imports (Control) Order, 1955,— 

(a) sub-clause 11(2) (d) (i) shall be amended to read as under :— 

"(i) X-Ray flints, X-Ray diagnostic agents and X-Ray intensifying screens by hospitals 
and, X-Rsy clinics for their own use, provided the c.i.f. value of goods imported 
at anyone time does not exceed two thousand rupeesin the case of X-Riw films and 
X-Ray intensifying screens and five thousand rupees in the case of X-Ray diag- 
nosticagents.” 

(b) sub-clausc 11(2) (c) shall be amended to read as under :— 

"(c) Scientific instruments,equipments apparatus and appliances, whether electronic or 
electrically operated or otherwise, replacement parts thereof and component* 
required for the construction of scientific instruments, equipments, apparatus 
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and appliances, whether electionic oi electricity operated ot otherwise and raw 
materials,required for research and development and declared as such, by tech¬ 
nical and research institutions and Research and Development urits recognised 
by the Department of Science and Technology, Government of India, New- 
Delhj, for their own use upto a value not exceeding Rs. i lakh (c.i.f.) in a financial 
year.

(d) In Schedule III, the following changes shall be made, namely.— 

(i) The maximum amount of fees leviable in respect of the application for an import 

licence under S. No. 2 shall be raised from Rs. 5,000/- to Rs. 10,000/-. 

(ii) The amount of fees payable shall be Rs. 5/- in respect of application for obtaining 

duplicate copy of income Tax Verification Certificate Registration/Exemptim 
Number. 

Hii) The amount of fees payable shall be Rs. 50/- in respect of an application for exten¬ 
sion of the period of shipment of an import licence, irrespective of the value of 
the licence. 

Civ) In proviso (aa), after the word ‘vehicle’ within brackets, the words “and fire 
arm” shall be added. 

(c) Schedule V shall be substituted by Schedule V as annexed to this Order. 

(f) In pursuance of revised Schedule I to the Order, all references to the old ITC Schedule 
in the Order shall be deemed to have been correspondingly changed.
